TWSED'S 3. AST HOUBA. 


What He Ssi¢é—The Inquest. 

New Y. RK, April 13 — Tweed, shortly 
before his death, ssid to Mr. Edeistein, 
a lawyer, something with reference to 
the effect upon his health and fortunes 
of his c 1.finement in jail, and, men- 
tioning some persons by n ex- 
claimed : ‘ They will be satisfied now.” 
No mem er of his family was in his 
room when he died, although his 
daughter, Mrs. Dwuglass, wae in an 
adjoining room. His wife, his sons, 
Richard and William M., jr., and other 
relatives near avd remote, were in 
Europe, where they have been for 
some months. His roOm was sump- 
tuously furnished, »ut bis meals» had 
been brought to him from the jail 

PERSONAL APPEARANCE 

His beard was snow-white, and so 
was his hair. His face was very thin, 
but the dimengions of his figure had 
not been perceptibly reduced. Mr. 
John D. Townsend, who has lately 
been Tweed’s counsel, came to the jail 
at about half-past 1 o’clock, and was 
present at the inqgvest. 

TILDEN ANU FAIRCHILD.

The opposition had 
collapsed, and senators who were at 
heart opposed to the bill were afraid to 
vote their senttments, There was a 
regular stampede. It is doubtfal 
whether a majority of the senate really 
wanted the Dill . The debate 
was very able, and brought out the full 
strength of the senate. A prominent 
senator remarked to-night that the dest 
speech made against the bill was made 
by Mr. Hill, and the best speeches f. r 
it by Mesers. Bailey and Johnston. The 
opposition to the bill consisted of tvo 
elements, one politicians of unsavo y 
antecedents and atftfiligtions, and the 
other composed of geatiemen whose 
imtegrity is aa unquestionable as any of 
those who supported the judiciary 
comunittee bill. Senators Gordon, Hill, 
Jones, Dennis, Eaton and others, who 
antagonized the bill with their votes, 
honesily questioned the power of con- 
greas to pass the bill, and preferred to 
keep within the limits of what they 
deemed right.
